S.O. 818(E)1I8A|IDRA|83.—Whereas by 
the Order of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Industry (Department of Industrial 
Development), No, S.O. 325(£i dated the 18th 
May, iy 78 (hereinafter ref sired to as the said 
Order), the management of the industrial under¬ 
taking known as the Bengal Immunity Company 
Limited, Calcutta, was taKen over by a body of 
persons referred to in the said Order as the Board 
of Management under section 18A of the Indust¬ 
ries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 
of 1951), for a period of two yearn up to and 
inclusive of the 17th May, 1980: 

And, whereas, by the Orders of die Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Industry (Depart¬ 
ment of Industrial Development No. S.O. 324(E) 
dated 17th May, 1980, S.O. 327(E), dated 17th 
May, 1982, S.O. 812(E), dated 17th November, 
1982 and S.O. No. 360(E), dated 17th May, 1983, 
the duration of the said order was extended from 
time to time for further period upto and inclusive 
of the 17th November, 1983. 

And, whereas, the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is expedient in the public interest 
that the management of the said industrial under¬ 
taking by the said Board of Management should 
continue for a further period of six months ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by the proviso to sub-section (2) of section 
18A of the Industries (Development and Regu¬ 
lation) Act, 1951 (65 of J 951), the Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby directs that the said Order shall 
continue to have effect for a further period upto 
and inclusive of (he 17th May, 1984. 
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S.O. 819(E;|18bB|lDRA|83.—-Whereas by the 
Order of the Government of India in he Ministry 
of Industry (Department of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment) No. S.O. 354(E), dated the 25th May, 1978 
(hereinafter referred to as the said Order), the 
Central Government, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (1) of section 18FB of 
the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 
1951 (65 of 1951), declared that the operation of 
all contracts, assurances of property, agreements, 
settlements, awards, standing orders or other in¬ 
struments in force immediately before the 25th 
May, 1978 to which the industrial undertaking 
known as the Bengal Immunity Company Limited, 
Calcutta or the company owning such undertaking 
is a party or which may be applicable to the said 
industrial undertaking or company, shall remain 
suspended upto the 18th May, 1979 and that all 
rights, privileges, obligations and liabilities accru¬ 
ing or arising theirunder before the said date shall 
remain suspended for the said period ; 

And. whereas, by the Orders of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Industry (Depart¬ 
ment of Industrial Development) No. S.O. 1.66(E), 
dated 29th March, 1979, S.O. 325(E). dated 17th 
May, 1980, S.O. 371(E) dated 16th May, 1981, 
S.O. 328(E), dated 17th May, 1982, S.O. 813(E), 
dated 17th November, 1982 and S.O. 361(E), 
dated 17th May, 1983, the duration of the said 
Order was extended from time to time for further 
period upto and inclusive of the 17th November, 
1983 ; 

And, whereas, the Central Government is satis- 
lied that the duration of the said Order should be 
extended for a further period of six months ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (1) read with sub-section (2) 
of section 18FB of the Industries (Development 
and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), the Cent¬ 
ral Government hereby extends the duration of 
the said Order for a further period upto and in¬ 
clusive of the 17th May. 1984.
